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REMARKS 

The Office Action alleges that the present application includes claims directed to the 
following species of the generic invention: 

Species A - Method including replacing a cement chamber (claim 60) 

Species B - Method including not replacing a cement chamber (claim 62) 

The Examiner states that claims 7-17, 19, 20, 36-40, 50, 51, 59, 61, and 78 are generic, 
and the species above have mutually exclusive technical features. 

Applicants elect Species B without traverse. Species B reads on claim 62.
